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To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors  of 
the  St.  Austell  with  Fowey  Borough  C ouncil 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and 
Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Borough  of  St.  Austell  with  Fowey  for  the  year 

1971. 


It  is  always  pleasant  to  be  able  to  start  an  annual  report  on  a  cheer¬ 
ful  note,  and  the  fact  that  the  infant  mortality  rate  in  the  Borough  was 
only  half  the  rate  for  the  Country  as  a  whole  is  cause  for  satisfaction. 

A  feature  of  the  illegitimate  births,  which  numbered  39  >  was  the  absence  of 
stillbirths  or  infant  deaths,  a  pretty  good  tribute  to  all  the  agencies 
giving  care  and  support  to  these  mothers  and  children.  Notifiable  diseases 
were  only  conspicuous  by  their  virtual  absence  -  a  striking  proof  of  the 
efficacy  of  the  extensive  preventive  immunisation  service  carried  out 
throughout  childhood. 

The  adjusted  death  rate  for  the  Borough  was  marginally  above  the 
national  figure  and  the  high  proportion  of  people  above  pensionable  age  in  the 
local  community  was  shown  by  the  low  area  comparability  factor  of  O.76  in 
relation  to  a  norm  of  1.  This  higher  percentage  of  elderly  citizens  must 
continue  to  throw  more  strain  on  the  medical  nursing  and  social  services, 
and  if  institutional  care  is  to  be  avoided,  the  need  for  more  warden  service 
housing  must  grow. 

The  Family  Planning  Service  in  St.  Austell  continues  to  expand  and 
this  in  spite  of  a  new  Clinic  opening  in  Newquay.  The  Cervical  Cytology 
clinics  are  now  including  the  five  yearly  review  examinations.  Mention 
has  been  made  in  previous  annual  reports  of  the  value  of  those  screening 
clinics,  where  not  only  examinations  for  early  cervical  cancer  are  carried 
out,  but  general  pelvic  checks,  urine  tests  and  breast  examinations  are 
made.  Much  later  disease  has  been  avoided  by  early  diagnosis  and 
treatment. 

The  Social  Services  Department  became  a  separate  County  Council 
Department  on  1st  April  1971*  It  appears  inevitable  that  due  to  the  lack 
of  accommodation  a  physical  separation  between  the  health  and  social  service 
departments  will  take  place  in  most,  if  not  all  areas  in  the  County. 

This  physical  separation  will  bring  to  an  end  the  easy  informal  exchange  of 
information  which  has  previously  been  available,  but  it  is  hoped  that  the 
service  to  the  public  will  not  suffer. 

The  Sanitary  circumstances  are  reported  in  some  detail  by  the  Chief 
Public  Health  Inspector  and  therefore  comment  will  be  limited  here.  However, 
mention  must  bo  made  of  the  considerable  investigations  carried  out  in 
respect  of  food,  food  processing  methods  and  the  implements  used  in  the 
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retail  food  trades,  in  association  with  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
Service  in  the  City  Hospital,  Truro.  These  investigations  have  given 
a  great  deal  of  information  to  this  department  and  also  to  the  Director 
of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory.  The  frequent  bacteriological  tests  have 
shown  the  need  for  improved  handling  procedures  and  have  indeed  resulted 
in  improved  methods  in  food  handling.  The  visits  of  the  public  health 
inspectors  to  food  premises  are  also  of  great  value  as  an  education 
medium. 

The  annual  seasonal  influx  of  visitors  contributes  substantially  to 
the  economy  of  the  Borough.  The  need  for  the  catering  trade  to  adopt 
sound  techniques  is  obvious. 

I  wish  to  thank  my  colleagues  in  other  departments  for  their  co¬ 
operation  and  most  especially  the  members  of  the  Public  Health  Department 
for  their  unfailing  support. 

I  should  also  like  to  thank  the  Public  Health  Committee  for  their 
courtesy  and  interest  at  all  times.

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As  usual  the  main  causes  of  death  were  due  to  heart  and  circulatory 
diseases  followed  by  cancer  in  its  various  forms.  The  solitary  death 
related  to  pulmonary  tuberculosis  was  in  the  above  75  year  age  group,  and 
it  is  hoped  that  this  disease  is  on  its  way  out.  5 of  the  deaths  in 
women  occurred  in  the  over  75  age  group  as  compared  with  42 /£  of  deaths  in 
men.

LABORATORY  FACILITIES 


These  were  available  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Royal  Cornwall 
Infirmary,  or  City  Hospital,  Truro.  A  very  strong  bond  has  been 
established  between  the  laboratory  and  the  District  Council  Health 
Department,  with  the  result  that  all  sorts  of  extra  investigations  can 
be  jointly  embarked  upon  with  enthusiasm  by  both  parties. 

SERVICES 


The  services  provided  by  the  Local  Health  Authority  namely  the 
Cornwall  County  Council  are  usually  referred  to  as  personal  services, 
while  the  services  provided  by  the  Borough  Council  are  called  environ¬ 
mental  services.  The  two  together  add  up  to  a  fairly  extensive  cover 
and  give  a  wide  measure  of  protection  and  aid  at  vital  periods  of  life. 
Since  the  scope  of  the  personal  services  may  not  be  realised  by  all 
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Councillors  the  following  list  will  be  illuminating.  The  County  Council 
Services  include  home  nursing,  home  midwifery  and  Health  Visiting, 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare,  vaccination  and  immunisation,  school  health 
and  child  guidance,  prevention  of  illness,  care  and  after  care,  home  help, 
welfare  and  mental  welfare,  dental  care  and  cervical  cytology.  The 
County  Council  provides  the  cost  of  certain  treatments  carried  out  by  the 
Family  Planning  Association. 

The  orientation  of  the  personal  services  to  meet  a  new  outlook  in 
patient  care  continued  during  the  year. 

The  health  visiting,  nursing  and  midwifery  attachment  of  General 
Practitioners  has  resulted  in  the  formation  of  integrated  teams  geared  to 
providing  a  wider  family  service  for  the  whole  family.  The  ability  to 
meet  and  discuss  family  illness  associated  with  family  background,  social 
circumstances  and  environmental  surroundings  has  already  resulted  in  a 
wider  concept  of  family  health.  It  can  be  truly  said  that  no  one  can  be 
ill  in  isolation,  and  the  more  this  is  realised  the  better  will  be  the 
manner  of  viewing  and  treating  the  patients.  One  result  already  observed 
is  the  greater  participation  of  practice  units  in  immunisation  procedures 
with  an  even  greater  percentage  of  children  immunised  than  the  previous 
excellent  figures.  A  further  result  of  the  team  system  of  treatment  is 
the  extra  utilisation  of  the  midwives  in  the  role  of  district  nurses, 
with  the  increasing  tendency  for  confinements  to  be  carried  out  in 
hospital. 

The  realisation  of  the  need  to  spread  the  gospel  of  health  by  means 
of  more  up  to  date  presentation  has  caused  the  County  to  supply  the  health 
visitor  and  the  medical  staff  with  more  film  strips  and  more  films  of  an 
up  to  date  nature,  and  not  simply  to  rely  on  the  flannelgraphs  and  trite 
aphorisms  of  yes ter  year. 

The  services  to  the  young  and  to  the  old  are  increasing  and  it  is 
hoped  that  the  separation  of  health  and  welfare  will  not  be  so  wide  that 
the  patients  suffer  in  the  ultimate. 

The  environmental  services  carried  out  by  the  Borough  Health 
Department  covers  an  important  field  being  concerned  in  all  those  factors 
of  living,  e.g.  breathing,  eating,  drinking  and  shelter.  The  Chief 
Public  Health  Inspector  has  detailed  the  many  visits  carried  out  by  the 
Inspectors.  The  mere  figures  however,  give  no  indication  of  the  patient 
teaching  associated  with  many  visits  when  the  lessons  of  good  hygiene 
and  good  healthy  living  are  taught. 

It  is  only  right  to  pay  tribute,  at  this  stage,  to  the  many  volun¬ 
tary  workers  who  give  of  their  time  and  energy  freely  to  relieve  hardship 
and  suffering  in  the  community.  It  would  be  invidious  to  single  out  any 
organisation  for  special  mention  when  there  are  so  many  good  people 
helping.  However,  out  thanks  are  due  to  then.

WATER 


SANITARY  CONDITIONS  OE  THE  DISTRICT 


The  North  and  Mid  Cornwall  Water  Board  supplies  almost  all  the  houses 
in  the  Borough  with  water.  Almost  500  samples  are  submitted  to  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  annually  for  bacteriological  examination,  over  half  of 
these  by  the  Borough  public  health  inspectors.  Almost  all  results  are 
satisfactory.  Examinations  for  plumbo  solvency  have  all  proved  within 
normal  limits.  Communication  between  the  Water  Board’s  officers  and  the 
public  health  department  is  good,  full  consultation  taking  place  on  all 
matters  likely  to  affect  supplies.. 

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

Menagwins  Sewage  Treatment  Works  has  now  been  completed  and  London 
Apprentice  was  nearing  completion  by  the  end  of  the  year.  Boldvcnture 
sewers  are  nearing  completion  to  enable  new  housing  development  to  proceed. 

A  planning  application  has  been  submitted  to  Cornwall  County  Council 
for  a  sewa ge  works  site  at  Readymoney  Valley,  Fowey,  and  a  public  inquiry 
is  to  be  held  in  the  near  future. 

Mevagissey  sewerage  is  being  investigated  by  Consultants  and  at 
Bugle  and  Rescorla,  a  joint  scheme  is  proposed  with  Roche  and  Luxulyan 
in  the  Rural  District  Council.  Discussions  are  taking  place  Ytfith  the 
Rural  District  Council. 

Pentewan  outfall  gives  constant  trouble  and  to  stop  the  discharge 
of  crude  sewage  into  the  sea,  a  scheme  for  full  treatment  at  an  inland 
site  is  being  prepared  in  the  office.  A  proposed  site  at  Levalsa  Meor 
could  ultimately  take  Polgooth  in  the  Rural  District  Council,  when  this 
existing  works  needs  to  be  replaced. 

St.  Andrews  Road  main  drainage  scheme  was  started  during  the  year 
and  is  scheduled  for  completion  during  next  year.  This  is  designed  to 
overcome  the  problem  of  the  septic  tanks  and  outfalls  on  to  the  marsh. 

A  sewer  is  being  laid  along  Meva,gissey  Quay  to  pick  up  the  existing 
crude  outfalls  into  the  harbour  and  to  divert  the  ’Portmellon'  flow  from 
the  main  street,  thus,  it  is  hoped,  eliminating  the  ’smell'  problem. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING-  Refuse  collection  and  disposal. 

In  St.  Austell  with  Fowey  Borough  the  above  service  is  under  the 
control  of  the  Surveyor.  Due  to  lack  of  sites  suitable  for  refuse 
disposal  v/ithin  the  Borough,  the  Council  joined  with  St.  Austell  Rural 
District  and  Bodmin  Municipal  Borough  in  the  use  of  a  site  at  Conce  Moor 
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in  the  St.  Austell  Rural  District  in  August  1971 •  This  site  will  give 
the  new  large  District  Council,  which  cones  into  being  on  1st  April  1974 9 
tine  to  consider  nethods  for  refuse  disposal  in  the  future.  A  schene 
for  the  collection  of  bulky  itens,  not  otherwise  easy  to  dispose  of,  has 
been  inaugurated  by  the  Surveyor,  free  of  charge,  to  discourage 
indiscriminate  dumping. 

FOOD  HYGIENE 


The  promotion  of  high  standards  of  cleanliness  in  all  food  handlers 
and  of  all  food  premises  is  an  important  function  of  a  Public  Health 
Department.  The  most  effective  weapon  is  education  in  the  development 
of  good  practices  as  a  routine  procedure  -  these  practices  including 
cleanliness  of  instruments  and  machinery,  clothing  and  hands.  As  was 
mentioned  in  the  preamble  to  the  report  the  department  has  taken  an 
active  part,  in  association  with  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service, 
in  research  on  the  handling  and  storage  of  various  foods,  methods  of 
preparation  of  food  and  sterilisation  of  equipment.  The  investigations 
have  been  of  mutual  benefit. 

MILK 


Milk  sampling  is  the  perogative  of  the  County  Council,  but  all 
results  of  herd  testing  and  milk  sampling,  both  retail  and  wholesale  are 
passed  to  the  District  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  since  any  action  on 
curtailment  of  milk  distribution  rests  with  the  district  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  in  the  case  of  infection.  A  great  measure  of  co-operation 
has  developed  between  the  Veterinary  Officers  and  the  District  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  with  regard  to  animal  infections,  and  its  possible 
effect  on  milk  supplies.

IMMUNISATION

Examination  of  contacts  of  cases  is  carried  out  and  patients 
suffering  from  tuberculosis  are  given  advice  on  methods  of  dealing  with 
infective  material,  and  receive  regular  follow-up  treatment.  Prophy¬ 
lactic  measures  have  been  in  force  in  Cornwall  for  several  years  and 
preventive  vaccination  is  offered  to  school  children  at  age  eleven. 

This  age  group  is  considered  suitable  since  immunity  is  built  up  prior 
to  a  vulnerable  period  in  life.  In  1971  the  number  of  children 
receiving  B.C.G.  vaccination  against  tuberculosis  was  870. 

The  mass  radiography  unit  pays  a  regular  fortnightly  visit  to  the 
Health  Area  Office,  Moorland  Road,  St.  Austell,  to  provide  a  chest  Xray 
service.  All  General  Practitioners  are  notified  of  dates  and  times. 
Firms  wishing  to  avail  themselves  of  tho  service  for  staffs  should 
contact  the  Health  Area  Office,  since  the  unit  is  only  open  for  1  hour 
and  numbers  have  to  be  limited  to  the  capacity  of  the  unit. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR 


To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors  of 
the  St.  Austell  with  Fowey  Borough  Council. 


I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  fourth  Annual  Report  for  the  period 
ending  on  the  31st  December  1971- 

Luring  the  year  under  review  the  work  of  the  Public  Health  Department 
has  been  largely  dictated  by  implimenting  the  provisions  of  the  Housing 
Act  1969  and  later  the  Housing  Act  1971  which  provided  for  higher  improve¬ 
ment  grants.  This  has  resulted  in  a  considerable  increase  in  the  number 
of  houses  inspected  with  the  aim  of  bringing  all  sub-standard  houses  up  to 
the  12  point  standard  of  fitness  thus  preserving  the  housing  stock  of  the 
country. 

Within  the  last  few  years  there  has  been  a  growing  awareness  of  the 
problem  of  environmental  pollution  and,  as  a  result  the  public  is  becoming 
more  and  more  concerned  about  pollution  of  the  atmosphere,  noise,  litter 
etc.,  resulting  in  an  increase  in  the  number  of  complaints  to  be  investi¬ 
gated. 

Meat  inspection  has  again  figured  largely  in  the  work  of  the 
Department  and  the  number  of  animals  slaughtered  and  inspected  has  shown 
an  increase  on  the  previous  12  months. 

Visits  made  during  1971  ar©  detailed  in  Table  1  on  page  22  while 
the  principal  items  of  the  report  are  set  out  in  classified  order  as 
follows  - 

1.  MEAT  INSPECTION 

There  are  3  licensed  slaughterhouses  in  the  district  and  1,073  visits 
were  paid  to  these  in  order  to  carry  out  100$  post-morten  inspections  of 
the  15, 535  animals  slaughtered  for  human  consumption.  In  carrying  out 
these  inspections  the  Inspectors  have  to  assess  abnormalities  or  disease 
in  order  to  determine  their  pathological  significance  and  a  decision  made 
as  to  what  must  be  rejectee!  to  safeguard  the  consumers’  health  and  what 
can  safely  be  released  for  salee  Hence  14  tons  1 6  cwts  89  lbs  of  meat 
and  offal  were  condemned  as  being  unfit  for  human  consumption.  Table  2 
on  page  24  summarises  the  results  of  meat  inspection  within  the  area. 

In  addition  to  being  responsible  for  meat  inspection  in  slaughter¬ 
houses  the  Public  Health  Inspector  also  ensures  that  proper  standards  of 
hygiene  are  maintained  and  that  animals  are  handled  humanely. 

Tuberculosis 


The  incidence  of  tuberculosis  in  cattle  was  very  low  and  of  the  7? 383 
pigs  slaughtered  and  inspected  only  1.2$  were  affected  with  localised 
tuberculosis  resulting  in  9  cwt  107  lbs  of  meat  and  offal  being  condemned. 
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Cysticercus  Bovis 


Cysticercus  Bovis,  the  cystic  stage  of  the  human  tapeworm,  was  found 
in  4  cows  and  16  other  cattle  showing  a  slight  decrease  on  the  previous 
year.  The  history  of  each  animal  affected  was  investigated  and  the  farmer 
concerned  notified.  In  addition  the  carcases  had  to  be  subjected  to  the 
prescribed  refrigeration  treatment  before  being  released  for  human 
consumption. 

2.  UNSOUND  FOOD 

In  the  last  few  years  there  has  been  many  technical  changes  in  the 
processing,  distribution  and  sale  of  food  with  a  corresponding  increase  in 
the  amount  of  food  legislation.  Traditional  grocers’  shops  of  counter 
service  type  are  being  replaced  by  the  mini  and  super-markets  with  frozen 
food,  prepacked  food  and  freeze  dried  foods  being  stored  in  refrigerated 
and  self-service  display  cabinets.  Despite  these  changes  there  is  still, 
in  my  opinion,  too  much  food  becoming  unfit  for  human  consumption  mainly 
through  the  mechanical  breakdown  of  these  very  same  refrigerated  display 
cabinets. 

The  following  foodstuffs,  which  were  found  to  be  unfit  for  human 
consumption,  were  surrendered  for  condemnation  and  disposal  -

During  the  year  there  was  considerable  publicity  about  the  coding 
of  perishable  foods  and  the  use  of  open  date-stamping  -  this  shows  the 
latest  date  on  which  the  product  would  normally  be  fit  to  eat  -  and  I 
feel  that  a  standardised  coding  should  be  used  by  manufacturers  of  pre¬ 
packed  foods  so  as  to  be  readily  understood  by  retailers  and  the  public. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  Food  Standards  Committee,  vdio  are  now  reviewing  the 
subject,  will  see  fit  to  bring  in  a  national  uniform  coding  system. 

3.  FOOD  HYGIENE 

There  is  pressure  in  some  quarters  for  commercial  premises  used  for 
the  preparation  and  sale  of  food  to  receive  prior  approval  from  the 
Local  Authority  and  be  subject  to  an  annual  licence  although  since  the 
first  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  came  into  force  in  1955  there  has  been  a 
continuous  improvement  in  standards  of  hygiene.  Most  of  the  work  carried 
out  by  the  Public  Health  inspectors  in  promoting  and  maintaining  satis¬ 
factory  standards  is  of  an  advisory  nature  and  persuasion  and  education  is 
widely  used  to  remedy  unsatisfactory  conditions. 
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FOOD  HYGIENE  (continued) 


Detailed  inspections  have  continued  during  the  year  and  232  visits 
were  paid  to  the  various  food  premises  in  the  district.  Table  3  on 
page  25  sets  out  the  premises  which  are  subject  to  the  Food  Hygiene 
Regulations  and  are  grouped  under  their  various  heads. 

4.  CARAVAN  ADD  CAMPING  SITES 

39  licences  in  respect  of  4  seasonal  and  57  residential  caravans  were 
granted  during  the  year  under  review. 

There  were  only  a  small  number  of  complaints  from  campers  on  licensed 
sites  during  the  holiday  season  and  these  were  dealt  with  without  having 
recourse  to  formal  action. 

It  is  felt,  however,  that  tented  sites  need  better  and  more 
effective  control  and  that  owing  to  the  popularity  and  increase  in  camping 
for  the  family  holiday,  there  are  not  enough  sites.  A  Working  Party  was 
formed  in  1970  to  consider  control  and  standards  for  tented  camping  sites 
and  also  sites  for  touring  caravans,  and  their  report  and  recommendations 
are  awaited* 

5.  WATER  SUPPLIES 

272  samples  of  water  were  collected  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors 
during  the  year  and  of  the  236  samples  collected  from  the  main  supplies 
only  one  was  found  to  be  unsatisfactory  -  the  Water  Board  being  notified 
immediately  of  the  unsatisfactory  result. 

36  samples  of  water  vfere  collected  from  private  supplies  in  the  area 
and  16  of  these  were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory.  In  each  case  the 
source  of  contamination  was  investigated  and  steps  taken  to  ensure  a 
wholesome  supply  of  water  while  consumers  were  notified  and  advised  to 
boil  all  water  before  using  it  for  drinking  and  domestic  purposes  until  a 
satisfactory  result  had  been  obtained, 

6.  OFFICES,  SHOPS  &  RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT  1963 

General  inspections  continued  during  the  year  and  Table  4  on  page  25 
sets  out  in  detail  the  number  of  premises  registered  up  to  the  end  of 
1971  together  with  the  number  of  persons  employed  in  each  particular 
class  of  premises. 

7  accidents  were  reported  during  the  year  and  in  every  case  efforts 
were  made  to  determine  the  cause,  to  find  remedies  and  to  suggest  action 
to  prevent  a  recurrence.  Most  of  the  accidents  are  due  to  carelessness 
particularly  those  causing  injury  by  falls  and  from  the  improper  use  of 
cutting  machines. 
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7.  PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT  1949 


The  Council’s  Rodent  Operator,  Mr.  Sandow,  was  fully  occupied  during 
the  year  and  is  to  he  congratulated  on  the  able  and  efficient  manner  in 
which  he  has  carried  out  his  duties  which,  at  tines,  were  both  unpleasant 
and  dangerous. 

496  properties  were  inspected  for  rats  and/or  mice,  this  being  a 
large  increase  on  the  previous  year,  and  as  a  result  378  premises  were 
found  to  be  infested  and  the  necessary  treatments  carried  out.  In 
addition  the  Council’s  sewers  were  test  baited  in  accordance  with  the 
Ministry’s  technique  during  Spring  and  Autumn  and  treatments  carried  out 
where  necessary.  Further  details  arc  included  in  Table  5  on  page  26. 

There  was  a  very  large  increase  in  the  number  of  complaints  of  wasps 
during  the  late  summer  and  175  nests  had  to  be  dealt  with  -  many  of  these 
treatments  having,  of  necessity,  to  be  carried  out  in  the  evenings  after 
the  sim  had  set. 

8.  SCRAP  METAL  DEALERS  ACT  1964 

No  further  applications  were  received  for  registration  under  the 
above  Act  during  the  year,  the  total  number  of  registered  dealers  resident 
within  the  district  remaining  at  8. 

9.  RIDING  ESTABLI SHMSNT  ACT  1964  and  1970 


The  new  Riding  Establishment  Act  1970  came  into  force  on  the  1st 
January  1971  and  this  amended  and  strengthened  the  existing  Act  and  con¬ 
ferred  further  powers  on  the  local  authority  with  respect  to  the  licensing 
of  riding  establishments.  New  ’Conditions’  of  licence  were  adopted  by 
the  Council  and  Mr.  D.B. Mather  and  Mr.  J.  Parker  were  appointed  to  act  as 
Veterinary  Officers  for  the  Council, 

3  applications  for  licences  to  keep  a  riding  establishment  were 
received  during  the  year  and  in  each  case  the  inspection  reports  of  the 
Veterinary  Surgeon  and  the  Fire  Officer  were  satisfactory  and  the  licences 
were  granted. 

10.  NOISE 


Recent  years  have  seen  an  increasing  public  reaction  to  the  problem 
of  Poise  and  the  number  of  complaints  received  reflect  this  to  a  marked 
degree. 

The  powers  which  local  authorities  can  exercise  to  control  noise 
are  those  contained  in  the  Public  Health  Acts  as  amended  by  the  Noise 
Abatement  Act  i960.  The  most  common  causes  for  complaint  were  industrial 
machines,  refrigeration  plants,  dogs  barking,  amplified  music  late  at 
night. 
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NOISE  (continued) 


Investigation  of  those  complaints  often  means  that  the  Public  Health 
Inspector  has  to  work  at  a  late  hour  to  make  personal  observations  and 
it  is  gratifying  to  report  that  informal  discussion  and  advisory  action 
is  usually  sufficient  to  abate  the  nuisance. 

11.  HOUSING 

One  of  the  most  important  duties  of  the  Public  Health  Inspector  is  in 
the  field  of  housing  and  despite  the  fact  that  the  Council’s  slum 
clearance  programme  has  been  completed,  the  inspection  of  sub-standard 
houses  and  their  reconditioning  is  occupying  most  of  the  Inspector’s  tine 
but  it  is  gratifying  to  report  that  as  a  result  of  this  policy  the  number 
of  sub-standard  houses  within  the  district  is  decreasing  fast. 

Details  of  action  taken  in  respect  of  individual  houses  are  set  out 
in  Table  6  on  page  27  while  details  of  action  taken  to  secure  the 
abatement  of  nuisances  under  the  Public  Health  Acts  are  set  out  in  Table 
7  on  page  28. 

(a)  Slum  Clearance 

During  the  year  5  Closing  Orders  were  made  and  1  ’’Undertaking"  not 
to  re-let  was  accepted  by  the  Council  while  7  houses  previously  con¬ 
demned  on  the  original  slum  clearance  programme  were  demolished. 

(b)  Re-housing 

During  the  year  19  persons  comprising  8  families  living  in  unfit 
houses  were  re-housed  by  the  Council. 

Details  of  house  construction  in  the  area  during  1970  were  as 
follows  - 

46  dwellings  completed  by  the  Council  with  14  under  construction  at 
Meadow  Street,  Mevagissoy  at  the  31.12.71. 

244  dwellings  were  completed  by  private  enterprise  with  122  under 
construction  at  31 .12. 71 • 

(c)  Improvement  Grants 

The  Government’s  housing  policy  is  now  to  provide  for  the  improve¬ 
ment  of  houses  which,  although  built  many  years  ago,  are  structurally 
sound  but  lack  the  amenities  now  felt  to  be  essential  for  healthy  living. 
The  grants  which  are  available  for  improving  houses  are  substantial  and 
local  authorities  now  have  almost  complete  freedom  to  provide  grants  for 
the  improvement  of  all  types  of  property  subject  only  to  very  reasonable 
and  straightforward  conditions  and  it  is  now  possible  for  much  of  the  cost 
of  the  repairs  to  be  included  as  part  of  the  grant  aid. 
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(c)  Improvement  Grants (continued) 


The  number  of  applications  received  for  Discretionary  Grants  i.e, 

110  were  23  up  on  the  previous  year,  98  of  these  applications  being 
approved.  All  the  22  standard  grant  applications  received  during  the 
year  were  approved. 

Improvements  and  repairs  in  respect  of  63  Discretionary  Grants  and 
26  Standard  Grants  were  completed  during  the  year  and  the  Council  con¬ 
tributed  £23,699  and  £3,400  respectively  towards  the  cost  of  the  works 
involved. 

(d)  Certificates  of  Disrepair 

No  applications  for  Certificates  of  Disrepair  were  received  during 
the  year. 

(e)  Qualification  Certificates 

Applications  for  ’Qualification*  certificates  has  again  failed  to 
reach  the  numbers  as  envisaged  by  the  Government  and  only  24  applications 
were  received  during  the  year.  2  applications  for  provisional  quali¬ 
fication  certificates  were  made  and  6  were  granted  while  22  applications 
for  full  qualification  certificates  were  received  and  14  were  granted. 

(f)  Overcrowding 

9  cases  of  overcrowding  were  investigated  during  the  year  and  the 
necessary  action  taken  in  each  case. 

12.  CONCLUSION 

I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  Council  for 
their  support  during  the  year  and  to  other  members  of  the  staff  for 
their  co-operation.
